INSIDE MOUNTING 


These new fixtures attach, out-of-sight, to the under side of the metal lintel support bar with 
two 3/16” drive screws. We supply the drill. 

Adjustments allow for equipping openings as much as 6” less than the rated width of the 
screen and from 0” to 2” lower than the height of the fabric.

FENDER AND HEARTH KERBS 


Flexscreen curtains hang so close (144”) to the normal level hearth, that sparks do not 
escape underneath. However, with some off-level, irregular or raised hearths this extra protec- 
tion may be desirable.

“Standirons” or “Shank Gaps’ offer two simple ways of doing this. If you are buying new, however, Standirons are more 
convenient (see page 25). 
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BENNETT FRAME-TYPE FLEXSCREENS 





Among free-standing screens, frame-type Flexscreens are outstanding in decorative beauty and also in the economy of life- 
time service. 


The Frame itself, rather than having a flat faced surface, is a complete moulding, gracefully formed to reflect the glint 
of firelight and to literally frame the picture which your hearth can be. 


This moulding is welded, not riveted or stamped together, at all corners for lasting rigidity. The bottom of the frame is 
always black and threshold-shaped so that the hearth may be swept without lifting the screen aside. In each upper corner is a 
decorative, cast sunburst medallion. 


Front Legs are a graceful, traditional-shaped casting and the back legs have leveling screws to adjust for uneven hearths. 


Unipull with Side Pulls is an extra convenience in frame type Flexscreen. Open both curtains with only one hand either 
with the side chain-pull or conveniently located center-pull! Also ‘“Unipull’” linkage prevents back-lash jambing of pull chains. 


Fender Panels —— You may choose between simple, graceful full-length 


curtains or models with two types of fender panels — the trim ow panel

Hanging Firetools -— Here is a set of the basic firetools (the poker 
and brush) which can be hung at the upper corners of any frame - type 
Flexscreen by adding hooks which we supply under the decorative rosettes. 
The arrangement is very convenient and the cost of a tool stand is saved.

For Grates, Andiron Shanks, Log Dogs and other parts which must withstand the intense heat of tire and coals and carry 
the weight of heavy logs even when red hot, Bennett always uses heavy cast iron.
